Kissinger Urges U.S. Jews to Trust Policy

We το! ~~er 
abandon Israei—either by failing 
to provide crucial assistance, or 
by misconcelved or sep*~"'* nego- 
tiations. or by irresolution when 
challenged to meet our own 
responsibility to maintain the 
globa) balance of power." 

Suspicion, Criticism 

State Department sources con- 
firmed privately that the speech 
was aimed at mitigating the 
suspicion and criticism within the 
Jewish community of the ad- 
ministration's “evenhanded” ap- 
proach to the Arab-Israeli con- 
Hct. 

Jewish organizations have 
eharged with growing frequency 
that Mr. Kissinger is pressuring 
Israel to make concessions dan- 
gerous to its security, These 
charges lately have become so 
insistent that they threaten to 
figure prominently in the U.S. 
presidential election campaign. 

Mr, Kissinger's words of reas- 
Surance were received politely 
and, at times, with enthusiastic 
applause by his audience. But he 
did not convince the AJC dele~ 
gates to rescind a resolution they 
adopted charging Mr. Kissinger 
and President Ford with a “breach 
of faith" for a “turnabout” on 
aid promised to Israel 


Accounting Shift

In U.S. Data on Soviet Power 
By John W, Finney 


WASHINGTON, April 5 OVFT). 
—Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis, in a 
study presented to his congres- 
sional colleagues, argued yester- 
gay that the administration was 
using distorted, largely meaning- 
less, statistics about the growth 
in Soviet military power. 

For example, he said, the ad- 
ministration repeatedly had cited 
intelligence estimates showing 
that in dollars the Soviet Union 
was oufspending the United States 
on defense by 45 much as 50 per 
cent. 

What the administration leaves 
out in such comparative calcula- 
tions, he said, was the defense 
spending of the US. allies in 
NATO. If the allied spending 
were included. he said, it would 
show that NATO was outspending 
the Warsaw Pact by about 15 per 
cent. 

The Defense Intelligence Agency 
was unable to supply estimates 
comparing NATO and Warsaw 


Pact spending but a Defense De- - 


partment spokesman acknowl- 

edged the basic accuracy of the 

comparison offered by Rep. Aspin.

Rep. Aspin’s rebuttal io the 
administration was contained in 
4 20-page study that he is cir- 
culating to all members of Con- 
gress. The study compares So- 
viet and U.S. defense efforts in 
such areas as spending, man- 
power and weapons production.

Supreme Court 
Backs Police 


Rules on Hair 


WASHINGTON, April 6& 
{AP}—A police department 
may constitutionally regulate 
the length of at officer's hair 
and prohibit him from wear 
ing a beard, the Supreme 
Court ruled today. 


By a yote of six to two, the 
justices reversed a decision of 
the U.S. Circuit Court in New 
York invalidating such a rule 
adopted by the Suffolk Coun- 


ty, New York, police depart- 
ment. 

Justice William Rehnquist, 
speaking for the court, reject- 
ed the argument that the 
choice of persona) appearance 
is part of an individual's liber- 
ty and that the government 
may not interfere with it. 
“The overwhelming majority 
of state and !ocal police of 
the present day are uniform- 
ed.” Justice Rehnquist said 
“This fact itself testifies to 
the recognition by those who 
direct those operations . that 
similarity in appearance of 
police officers is desirable.” 
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Democratic Test in Portugal 


It couid be argued that Portuguese democ- 
racy, now entering a three-week campaign 
to elect a National Assembly, has survived its 
most crucial test. Ruwie of all the people in 
Portugal was very uearly stillborn, in the 
pains of the military revolution that gave 
4t birth, What probably saved the infant 
was the early injection of a national vote— 
2 vote which showed that the segment of 
the armed forces that. wanted a military 
autocracy either of the right or one of the 
left had no massive popular support. 

A dictatorship. whether of the generals or 
of the proletariat, usually depends on the 
assumption that it speaks for the country. 
This may be, and usually is, a fraud—and 
is often tacitly recognized as such. But the 
fraud goes unchallenged so long as the cen- 
Sors and commissars control public expres- 
sion. The ballots in Portugal on the very 
heels of the overthrow of the authoritarian 
regime bequeathed by the late Dr. Salazar 
made such a deception impossibie; whatever 
government was imposed on Portugal after 
the vote would have been very clearly the 
result of sheer force. 

Now Portugal has a Constitution and is 
goon to vote for ἃ genuinely National As- 
sembly to conduct its affairs. The Constitn- 
tion is weighted toward Socialism, but it con~ 
tains ample guaranties for individual polit- 
ical rights—enough, at least, to give the 
people of Portugal control over their govern- 
ment’s actions. 


But this does not assure that Portugal can 
now control its own destiny, or the people 
its political future. For Portugal is heavily 
burdened, economically, by an accumulation 
of ils deriving in part from. the liquidation 
of its colonies and in part ftom the two years 
of tension that followed the revolution. 
Moreover, in today’s world very few nations 
can subsist apart ftom trends in world trade 
—and Portugal is not one of them. 


Portugal, too, has many parties, in the 
pre-World War II tradition of European 
democracies. and this could mean problems 
when it comes to finding a government 
capable of coping with heavy unemployment 
and galloping inflation. And it remains to 
be seen whether the Portuguese commitment 
to democracy is deep enough to tolerate the 
inevitable errors of government under these 
conditions, The older democracies, when one 
set of poiiticans fails, turn them out and 
put In another, by popular vote. But in 
Portugal, with the military looking over the 
politicians’ shoulders, political accountabil- 
ity is likely to include the whole system. 


So there can be no easy optimism as Por- 
tugal moves toward truly popular govern- 
ment. But the fact that it is moving in that 
direction, after 50 many stresses and strains, 
is cause for real congratulation—and the sur- 
vival of the democratic ideal under those 
pressures offers a hope that & world skeptical 
of democracy should take to heart. 


The Proliferators 


For almost ἃ year, arrangements to export, 
to Brazil and Pakistan respectively, West 
German and French technology for making 
nuclear explosives have been proceeding 
behind 2 smokescreen of plous pledges to 
nonproliferation. Public opinion, parlia- 
ments and even the cabinets of the two 
countries have been fed misleading informa-~ 
tion about the supposed “safeguards” im- 
‘posed. 

. AS this disastrous program has been press- 

ed forward, creating dangers for the future 
of 811 humanity, West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt has been able to escape 
serious questioning at home on Bonn’s sale 
to Brazil of a complete nuclear fuel cycle, 
something no exporting country has ever 
@one before. The French government has 
escaped serious challenge at home on 8 suc- 
cession of “authorized” denials that the pro- 
jected sale of plutoninm reprocessing plants 
to South Korea and Pakistan involved any 
dangers—a diversionary maneuver that was 
exposed when Paris betked off from the 
South Korean sale after vigorous U.S. 
protests. 

In testimony before the Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee, Secretary Kis- 
singer recently acknowledged that French 
and West German refusal so far bas blocked 
U.S. proposals for a ban on export of pin- 
tonium reptocessing and uranium enrich- 
ment plants by the seven major nticlear sup- 
plier nations, including the Soviet Union, 
Britain, Canada and Japan. A hew agree- 
ment reached by the seven undoubtedly will 
improve faspection by the Vienna-based In- 


ternational Atomic Energy Agency; but it 15 
far from sufficient. Bonn and Paris have 
used the new agreement to support their 
pretense that the inspection arrangements 
now make it “safe” to export éven such 
dangerous equipment as plutonium reprocess- 
ing plants. 

The United States, Kissinger indicated, has 
pointed out to them that the so-cailed “safe- 
guards” agreements providing for IAEA in- 
spection could be unilaterally abrogated by 
Brazil and Pakistan. That is one reason why 
the United States for 30 years has refused 
—and still refuses—to export uranium en- 
Tichment and plutonium reprocessing equip- 
ment. ᾿ 

The break with this U.S. policy in the 
West German-Brazil and France-Pakistan 
deals has led to inquiries by a half-dozen 
congressional committees, which have re- 
fused to accept assertions that these con- 
tracts can no longer be reversed even if they 
violate the spirit of the Nuciear Nonprolifer- 
ation Treaty, which Bonn and Paris have 
promised to uphold. 

The spread of plutonium reprocessing 
facilities and technology could confront the 
world with a dozen or more nations capable 
of producing weapons-grade plutonium for 
3,000 Hiroshima-size bombs annually by the 
1990s. The United States, which invented 
the bomb, has a special responsibility for 
heading off this evolution by bringing other 
exporting nations to agreement not to use 
the degradation of effective safeguards as 
“sweeteners” in commercial competition for 
big power reactor orders.

Review of Calley’s Conviction 
Is Refused by Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP'. 
—The Supreme Court today re- 
fused to review the conviction 
of former Army Lt. William Cal- 
ley jr. for the murder of civilians 
in the Vietnamese hamlet of My 
Lai m March, 1968. 

An attorney for Calley said he 
has been told by the secretary 
of the army that he will be placed 
on immediate parole. 

“The secretary of the Army 
has stated. and I have been as- 
sured by the counsel for the sec- 
retary of the Army, the ge.eral 
counsel, that Calley will be placed 


* upon parole and will continue to 


live the life that he is presently 
living.” said the attorney, 
Gordon, in Covington, Tenn. 

“He will not be returned to 
prison, for which we are quite 
grateful. He will be placed on 
immediate parole.” 

The justices let stand an &5 
decision of the U.S. Circuit Court 
in New Orleans reinstating Cal-~ 
ley's 1971 court-martial convic- 
tion. 

Calley, 32, who is free on bail, 
appealed his conviction on two 
Principal grounds: 

e That he was denied 2 fair 
trial because of “worldwide and 
all-peryasive” publicity in which 
he was “labeled... as a ghoul 
who had wantonly massacred 
hundreds of innocent civilians.” 

© Thet Congress should have 
heen compelled to release con- 
fidential information for use in 
his trial, just as former President 
Nixon was required to do in the 
Watergate scandal. 

Calley has been living as a 
civilian in Columbus, Ga. since 
hls conviction was overturned on 
Sept. 25, 1974, by US. District 
Judge Robert-Elliott of Columbus. 

Although the. cirenit cowt 
reversed this decision, the Army 
released Calley on bail in 1974 
and has said it does not plan 
to return him to prison. 


Calley was accused of killing 
102 Vietnamese civilians in a 
sweep through My Lai He was 
convicted of murdering at least 
22 and was sentenced to a life 
term. Subsequent appeals reduc- 
ed the term to 10 years before 
he was freed on bail.

Former Officials

VIENNA, Apri! 5 (AP).—Four- 
teen prominent supporters of the 
Prague spring, the short-lived 
liberalization period of 1968, have 
jointly written an open letter to 
the Czechoslovak parliament de- 
manding release from prison of 
former leading Communist offi- 
cials, informed sources said here 
today. 

All of the signers live in 
Czechoslovakia. The letter listed 
Milan Huebl, Jaroslav Sabata, 
Jan Tesar, Jirl Mueller and other 
political prisoners, who were sen- 
tenced in 1972 to jail terms rang- 
ing from 5 to 6 1/2 years. 

The open letter, signed, among 
others, by former Presidium 
member Frantisek Kriegel, for- 
mer Foreign Minister Jiri Hajek, 
former Central Committee Sec- 
retary Zdenek Mlynar and writer 
Ludvik Vaculik, said prosecution 
of political beliefs runs counter 
to the principles laid down at the 
Helsinki Conference. 

It added that the persons whose 
release is sought had publicly 
called for a link between social- 
ism and political democracy, thus 
taking a stand which is identical 
with the programs of the Com- 
munist parties of Italy, Spain 
and France. 

Incarceration of the listed men 
was therefore an anachronism, 
the letter said.
